Early  in  September  1925,  we.  nearly  six  score  Freshmen,  trouped  into  the 
w  forgotten  annex.     \\'e  came  with  fear,  for  we  had  heard  much  about  the 
whimsical  treatment  accorded  to  all  "gummies"  by  the  upper  classmen. 

However,  we  weathered  the  gale  ;  and  although  many  wanderers  fell  by 
the  wayside,  we  are  ]ireiiared  now  to  cope  with  life  single-handed.

OUR    HIGH    SCHOOL    ACTIVITIES 


This  year  the  various  social  organizations  have  possibly 
done  more  toward  the  accomplishment  of  their  purpose  than 
ever  before.  Certainly,  there  is  a  wider  variety  of  clubs  which 
function  actively.  In  cxery  way  they  have  proved  their  useful- 
ness in  ,de\'eloping'  the  social  side  of  the  students  and  j^rcjviding 
for  them    much   real   entertainment   and   enjoyment. 

In  spite  of  arguments  to  the  contrary,  school  does  become 
tiresome  if  it  is  not  spiced  and  varied  with  some  other  form  of 
contact;  and  to  provide  the  solution  for  this  problem,  the  clubs 
of  the  school  have  been  exce]3tionally  acti\e  and  beneficial  out- 
side of  regular  school  hours.
